London, April 20.—1:50 p. m.—The 


report of the fighting at Karee Sid- 
ing, six miles north of Glen, con- 
tained in a special dispatch from 
Bloemfontein today, may be the flist 
news of the progress of the British 
advance on Pretoria, but even if this 
were only an unimportant skirmish 
theie are many other indications that 
Loid Roberts is either starting or has 
already started for the northern goal. 


A dispatch from Cape Town, undei 


today's date, says: 
"The censorship 


restrictions have been greatly in- 
cieased owing to the movements of 
the troops." 


All the dispatches bear traces of 


the strenous efforts of the corre- 
spondents to give their papers an 
inkling of what is afoot. 


The Boers south of Bloemfontein 


are reported to be retreating. 
Large 


commands were seen April 19, near 
Thaba N'Chu, moving to the north. 
Their progress was slow, howevei^ 
owing to the teirible condition of the 
country. 


By way of Pretoria comes a report 


that fever is deciminating the Mafe- 
king garrison and a letter from the 
mayor of Mafeking says Lord Rob- 
eits asked Colonel Baden-Powell to 
hold out until May 20. 


Cecil Rhodes returns to Cape Town 


tomorrow. 
The announcement of 


his departure was unexpected. Never 
has a man so prominently connected 
with the vital questions of the day 
paid such a quiet visit to London. 


It is learned that the so-called 


"empire maker" came to England 
puiely on business connected with 
the British Chartered South African 
company and the DeBeers Mines 
company. 
He has accomplished his 


objects and, hasty in action and not 
wishing to meet people or freely ex- 
press his views, has suddenly de- 
termined to leturn to South Africa, 
where he will watch the interests of 
these two companies. 


Mr. Rhodes has absolutely refused 


to be interviewed, though privately 
he has expressed scathing comments 
on several of the generals still hold- 
ing commands at the front.

Gatacre will be a fellow passenger of 
Mr. Rhodes. 
She is going as far as

Following the announcement of the 
hanges in the bill, Mr. Hepburn 
tated that it had been definitely ar- 
anged that the house would take up 
he canal bill on May 1 and 2. Al-

;aken no formal action yet, this ap- 
>ears to be the definite understand- 
ng. Mr. Hepburn says the passage 
f the bill is unquestioned.

THEY ASK FOR RECOGNITION 


National President Mahon Addressed 


an Enthusiastic Meeting This 


Morning—Resolutions. 


At a meeting held at 2 o'clock this

he Fort Wayne Traction company 
o treat with committees represent- 
ng the union, and the determination

"Whereas, We, the street railway 
miployes of the city of Fort Wayne, 
lelieving it to be our God-given 
ind constitutional right, have form- 
id ourselves into an organization in 
order to protect ov- labor and ad- 
•ance our interests as working men, 
nd have asked of our employers, the 
Tort Wayne Traction company, such 
ecognition and treatment as is ac- 
orded by all fair employers to their 
employes, and, 


"Whereas, They have refused and 
re now seeking to disrupt our or- 
ganization by requesting us to sign 
a paper surrendering our organized 
•ights and to agree to be treated in 
he future as individuals; therefore 
be it, 


"Resolved, 
That the Fort Wayne 


Traction company employes, in mass 
neeting assembled, do hereby 
in- 


truct our fellow members not to sign 
any paper or papers waiving their 
•ights as union men; and further 
be it, 


"Resolved, That we instiuct our 


committee and officers to call upon 
he Fort Wayne Traction company 
md request that they agree to meet 
and treat with our committees in the 
future." 


Piesident Mahon stated this after- 


noon that there was no change in 
he situation, but that the union men 
were determined to 
stand 
firmly 


upon their rights as an organization, 


nd that the committee was now 
awaiting a conference with the offi- 
cials of the Traction company. The 
state organizer of the union, C. Or- 
jaugh, of Muncie, will arrive in the 
city this evening to lend his assist- 
ance in the adjustment of the exist- 
ing differences.

THE DEFENDANT WILL AGAIN 


TAKE THE STAND. 


TRIAL PROGRESSES RAPIDLY 


VERDICT MAY BE EXPECTED BY 


NEXT WEDNESDAY. 


The bigger part of today was oc- 


cupied in hearing the testimony of 
physicians in the Hasenfuss case. 
Professor Vanderkleed resumed the 
stand when court convened and con- 
tinued his explanation of the analy- 
sis of the stomach of Carl Westenfeld. 
His testimony did not vaiy from that 
given at the first tiial and the at- 
torneys for the defense were not very 
long in crass-examining him. 


Lawrence Heiney was called after 


Professor Vanderkleed and retold the 
story of the purchase of arsenic by 
Mrs. Hasenfuss a week or ten days 
prior to the death of Carl Westenfeld. 
He was positive in his identification 
The witness' testimony did not va>y 
however, from that given on the first 
trial, and being one of the strong 
links with which the state hopes to 
make its chain of guilt, was listened 
to attentively by the jurors. 


Dr. C. E. Barnett testified as to the 


postmortem examination of the stom- 
ach, he being at the time acting cor- 
oner. He told again of the symptoms 
of arsenical poisoning and gave an 
elaborate description of the condition 
of the internal organs when the ex- 
amination was held. 


C. W. Orr testified that he did not 


believe the name Carl Westenfeld at- 
tached to the bill of sale was tlif 
signature of the aged man who is al- 
leged to have been murdered. 


Joseph Barva told again of his visit- 
to th^ Hasenfuss home the day of his 
death, when he asserts Mrs. Hasen- 
fuss said of Carl Westenfeld, "He 
don't want to see anybody. He will 
not live until morning." 


William Westenfeld, nephew of de- 


ceased, testified that the signature 
on the bill of sale was not in Carl 
Westenfeld's handwriting. 


Dr. W. W. Barnett gave expert tes- 


timony as to the effects of arsenical 
poisoning and the symptoms there&f. 


William 
Waltemath, 
druggist, 


identified prescriptions he filled and 
testified that there was no arsenic in 
them. 


The state has submitted about all 


its evidence, except what will 
be 


necessary in rebuttal. 
Prosecutor 


Doughman said at noon that he be- 
lieved the state's evidence would all 
be in before the day ended. Attorney 
Morris, for the defense, says that the 
time occupied by the defense will 
be about the same as in the former 
tiial, except the cross-examination of 
the defendant, who will testify, is 
>rolonged. Indications now are that 
a verdict may be reached by next 
Wednesday.
